The Antioch Township Aqua- 
Center will .be situated in Williams 
park, a village-owned park on 
North- Main st and wilf be located 
just north of -the present Little 
League baseball grounds. 

It will have a swimming pool 100 
by 35 feet in dimension with a depth 
of from. 3 feet ,3 inches to 10 feet. 
In addition there w^l be a 12 x 24 
I foot wading pppl" for the small chil- 
dren. X;., ;_ 

There will be. dressing rooms, 
showers', and toilets,. Entrance will 
be past a ticket office arid basket 
check room. . , v 

A cphcreto" 'apron pwill surround 
the/pool and' thcre'will be a covered 
area for spectators. 

While the 'exact cost of the proj- 
ect cannot be established until con- 
tractors' bids, are received, an inten- 
sive study with engineers indicates 
that the pool can be constructed 
for $70,000. 

A breakdown of this figure in 
costs calls for the following:

Tighter Enforcement 
Of Traffic Laws Is 
Plan of State Police 



Springfield— rTighter enforcement 
of Illinois traffic lawsj-'stiffer fines 
for violators; .'reyocatipn,'. cahcella- 
tion or suspension of licenses of- 
drivers convicted of repeated law 
violation, *the- whpleHbl'be'kept up 
until a marked reduction of the mo- 
tor vehicle, crash rate has been 
achieved. 

This plan, presented by Robert A. 
Campbell, co-ordinator for the state 
Division of Traffic Safety, was un- 
animously endorsed by the Illinois 
Association of Chiefs of Police at 
their annual conference last week in 
Springfield. 

The number of drivers who were 
exceeding safe speed 'limits at the 
moment they became involved in 
motor vehicle crashes on Illinois 
highways increased 120 per cent — 
from 5,91 to ,1,309— during the first, 
nine months of 1955, as compared, 
with the preceding year. 'Eighty-' 
eight of the crashes were fatal. 

This showing is. outlined in an 
analysis of 19,172 motor vehicle ac- 
cidents released by the state Divi- 
sion of Highways. 

Of the 34,997 drivers involved in 
these accidents, ten per cent were 
teen-agers,' Eighty-seven accidents 
of these . teen-agers caused deaths. 
There were 528 drivers who had 
been . drinking prior to , crashes — 39 
of these crashes were fatal. 

For the" three-quarter period ofV 
1955, all accidents totaled 97,615, , 
up ten per cent from the preceding ; 
year, ^ There was a corresponding 
ten per cent increase in vehicular 
miles traveled.

'baffled centurieaf'of scientists. It is literally true, as a 
(famous medical man said . . . that 'the longer you live, 
the better your chance to live longer.' '* 

The American people owe a debt of gratitude to 
the doctors and Other scientists who, have (been re- 
sponsible for this magnificent achievement — and who 
are now working , against the killers which have not 
yet been conquered. And the American people 
should not forget that H all has been done under a sys- 
tem of free .medicine and free research— not a sys- 
tem of socialism or government domination, 

Headache Remedy , Due 

John D. Morris of, the New York Times reports: 
"'Congress appears lively to prescribe remedies for 
some of the taxpayer's most annoying headaches 
jicxt year by overhauling the long-neglected ex- 
cise-tax system.!' j 

Mr. Morris describes a few of the absurdities that 
are now part of 4Jhe excise-tax set-up. One example 
is a bowling ball bag — which is taxable as luggage 
at 10 per- cent if space is provided for carrying 
Taowling shoes,, but isn't taxed otherwise. To take 



another, after shave lotions are taxable as .toilet ar- 
tides— while before-shaving lotions and oils are tax- 
free unless recommended for after-shave use. To 
take a third, an automobile windshield is taxable if 
the installer buys it ready made— -but it's tax-free 
if he cuts the glass in his own shop. 

As revenue producers, the excise ' taxes don't 
amount to much. But they can be a significant item 
to the consumer who needs the many Items in dally 
use which are subject to the tax. They undoubtedly 
discourage consumption — at the expense of produc- 
tion and employment in the affected enterprises, 
They are a, real and expensive burden; on, the nation's, 
retailers, who must try -to, cope with endless red-tape, 
and conflicting rulings and opinions. That expense, 
like all others,; must ultimately be paid for -by the 
buying public. 

Finally, most of these taxes were emergency 
war measures, just as were transportation discour- 
aging taxes. It was generally believed that'- they 
would disappear when the war was ended. The 
overhauling which Mr. Morris -forecasts is certainly 
due,

Illinois Taxes to Pay 
$4% Billion of Federal 
Assessment Next Year 



. Taxpayers of Illinois will be 
called upon to pay $4,577,600,000 as 
their share of the $65,865,000,000 
which President Eisenhower's bud- 
get message estimated will be spent 
by the Federal ' government in the 
new fiscal year (1957) beginning 
next July 1, the Taxpayers' Federa- 
tion of Illinois estimated today. 

Illinois taxpayers provide 6.95 
per cent of the total, based on com- 
putations using a Tax Foundation 
Formula for determining the ul- 
timate distribution of the Federal 
tax burden. 

Due primarily to the substantial 
increase, in Federal revenues, re-, 
f leoting high levels of business-' ac- 
tivity, the prospects, for -a balanced 
budget,, both in-the current (1956) 
fiscal year and in -fiscal 1957, appear 
more favorable than for many years,' 
the ^Taxpayers' Federation reports. 
Net budget receipts for fiscal 1957 
are now estimated at $66,300,000,000, 
and the new estimate of receiptsfo'r 
the current (1956), fiscal year is 
$64,500,000,000, far ' above the . $60: 
billion originally . estimated last 
January. , v 

The trend of Federal, spending has 
been down, from the 1953 peacetime 
■high. of $74.3 billion to an estimated " 
$64,270,000,000 for the cufrentfiscal 
year ending -July 1. However, the 
estimate of almost 66 billion of 
spending for next fiscal year inter- 
rupts that trend; "and doesn't take 
into account other spending pro- 
posals, now: being widely discussed. 

"The promise: of a .balanced bud- 
get tends' to obscure the interrup- 
tion in tl*e downward trend of ex- 
penditures,'?'" the taxpayer group 
says^ . "Federal spending must con- 
tinue to be cut back jifi there, is to 
'be'^avoidance of deficits in the' fu- 
ture, reduction of the public i debt 
(estimated at $273,800,000,000 afHhe. 
end of fiscal 1957), and assurance'of 
relief from/an ^oppressive, burden of 
Federal taxation."

Most U of I Freshmen 
Are From Upper Half 
Of High School Class 

Urbana-Champaign, 111. — Nearly 
half of the freshmen entering the 
University of Illinois are from the 
upper quarter of their high school 
classes, and 70 per cent from the 
upper half, George P. Tuttlo, Direc- 
tor of Admissions and Records, said 
today. 

He presented the figures in point- 
ing out the errors of a charge that 
only scholastically poorer students 
go to state institutions. 

"Of 3,311 freshmen admitted in 
September, 1954, (to the Urbana 
campus of the University of Illinois, 
44.5 per cent ranked in the highest 
quarter of their high school classes; 
70 per cent ranked in the upper 
half,",, Tuttle said. < 

"True, some students who ranked 
in the lowest quarter were admitted 
— but on probation subject to suc- 
cessful class perforance. This group 
totaled only 6 per cent of those ad- 
mitted). These students had suc- 
cessfully taken in high school all 
the subjects required by the Uni- 
versity for admission. 

"There were also," Director Tut- 
tle continued, . "many applicants 
ranking' in the lower half of tiheir 
high school classes who were re- 
fused admission because they did 
not meet all of the University's 
subject ' requirements. The l belief 
that the University of Illinois ad- 
mits students on the basis only of a 
high school diploma is not correct — 
subject requirements must also'be 
filled."

$3.69 During December 



Chicago — The farm price for milk 
delivered to the Chicago market 
during December is $3.69 a hun- 
dred-weight. This is the price paid 
to dairy farmers for Grade A milk 
testing 3.5 per cent buttcrfat de- 
livered to the 70 mile zone. 

The farm price averages about 
eight cents per quart. The milk 
that is sold for bottling purposes 
brings a price slightly higher than 
the farm price. Milk dealers paid 
around fl'A cents per quart. 

The milk prices were announced 
Friday by the Federal Milk Market 
Administrator's office in Chicago. 
The December prices are -18 cents 
lower than, the October prices but 
15 cents higher than December 1354. 

Harry Edwards, head of the mar- 
keting department yCor pure Milk 
Association said that* the farm price 
is reflecting the annual increase in 
production.
